SUTRO  LIBRARY  ACCEPTED. 

An  act  validating  the  action  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  state  lihrary  in  accepting  as 
a  gift  from  the  heirs  of  the  late  Adolph 
Sutra  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  the  library  commonly  de- 
nominated the  "Sutro  Lribrary,"  and  in 
establishing  a  branch  of  the  state  library 
in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
to  be  knotvn  as  the  "Sutro  Library."
